DEPUTY  MINISTER  OF  INLAND  REVENUE 

ON  THE 


INSPECTION  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES,  GAS  AND  ELECTRICITY 


To  the  Honourable 

The  Minister  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  on  the  inspection  of 
weights  and  measures,  gas  and  electricity,  with  the  usual  statements  in  connection  there- 
with for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1914. 

1.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of  weights  and 
measures  was  $1 1 3,705.30  as  against  §100,696.52  collected  during  the  twelve  months 
ended  March  31,  1913. 

2.  The  total  expenditure  was  .$144,989.97,  as  against  §131,344,71  expended  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1913. 

3.  Appendix  "A"  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
each  inspection  division. 

4.  In  Appendices  "B"  "C  "  and  "D"  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  weights, 
measures  and  weighing  machines  presented  for  verification,  verified  and  rejected  during 
the  year.    The  number  of  all  descriptions  may  be  summarily  stated  as  follows  : —

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5.  In  my  last  report,  I  stated  that  there  was  a  growing  demand  for  more  efficient 
inspection.    The  statistics  this  year  show  that  a  slight  improvement  has  been  made. 

For  the  year  ending  March  31,  1913,  the  percentage  of  rejections  for  all  weighing 
machines  was  1  •  28%  —  this  has  increased  to  1  ■  70%  for  the  year  ending  March  31, 
1914.  This  is  only  a  small  improvement  but  is  in  the  right  direction.  The  Division  of 
Hamilton  shows  to  advantage  in  this  regard  with  5%  of  rejections,  St.  Hyacinthe 
coming  next  with  4%. 

Some  improvement  is  also  shown  in  efficiency,  for,  notwithstanding  that  many 
salary  increases  have  been  granted,  the  earnings  of  the  Service  represent  about  78%  of 
its  total  expenditure  as  against  77  /  last  year. 

I  must  also  refer  to  the  work  done  by  the  W.  it  M.  Standards  Branch  in  the  veri- 
fication of  Milk  Testing  Glassware.  During  the  year  ending  March  31,  1914,  52,936 
pieces  have  been  verified  giving  a  revenue  of  $2,650.94. 

This  service  has  to  record  the  loss  of  two  of  its  most  efficient  officers,  Inspector 
Geo.  Walton,  of  Winnipeg,  resigned,  and  Inspector  L.  A,  Fournier,  of  Sherbrooke, 
regretfully  deceased. 

6.  The  increase  in  expenditure  is  due  to  the  fact  that  practically  the  same  immense 
territory  has  to  be  journeyed  to  perform  annual  inspection  as  biennial  inspection,  whilst 
expenses  for  the  cartage  and  transportation  of  inspectors'  standards  and  equipment  is 
more  largely  borne  by  the  Service. 

7.  I  might  here  remark  that  there  is  throughout  the  Dominion,  amongst  the  public, 
scale  manufacturers,  retail  and  wholesale  merchants,  and  elevator  interests,  an  intense 
and  growing  demand  for  more  efficient  and  more  frequent  W.  &  M.  Inspection,  and  also 
for  considerable  reduction  in  the  inspection  fees  collected.  It  would  seem  then  that  the 
time  has  come  when  the  deficit  incurred  by  the  W.  <fc  M.  Service  must  be  accepted  as  an 
administrative  obligation,  and  as  one  that  must  necessarily  increase  and  be  provided  for 
in  the  interests  of  the  stability  and  integrity  of  Canadian  commerce. 

8.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  standards,  balances  and  weights  above  referred  to 
provided,  as  in  the  case  of  the  standards  of  1874,  from  L.  Oertling,  of  London,  England. 

Standard  Weights — 

One  set  Troy  Standards,  500  oz.  down  to  -001  oz. 

One  set  Avoirdupoids  Standards,  50  lbs.  down  to  A  dram. 

One  set  Metric  Standards,  20  kgs,  down  to  .05  mg. 

Balances — 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  1,000  oz.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 

•  1  grain. 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  500  oz.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 

•  1  grain, 

One  Bullion  Balance  to  carry  200  oz.  Troy  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 
•01  grain. 

One  Assay  Balance  to  carry  2  grammes  in  each  pan,  and  sensitive  to 
■005  mg.,  or  the  -000077  grain. 

These  standards  are  stamped  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  England,  and  accompanied 
with  certificates  of  verification,  showing  in  the  case  of  each  weight  its  exact  weight  in 
vacuo  to  the  fourth  and  fifth  decimal  of  the  grain,  and  have  been  procured  as  the  pri- 
mary reference  standards  of  the  department,  and  to  supplement  those  which  have  been 
in  use  since  1874. 

The  fine  assav  balance  has  been  procured  in  order  that  the  Standards  Branch  may 
be  in  a  position  to  verify  with  the  requisite  accuracy,  the  assay  standards  used  in  the 
annual  trial  of  the  Pyx  at  the  Canadian  Royal  Mint.  . 

Each  of  the  above  standards  have  been  designated  by  the  letter  "C". 
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Inspection  of  Gas. 

9.  The  total  revenue  collected  during  the  twelve  months  ended  March  31,  1914, 
for  the  inspection  of  gas  and  gas  meters,  was  $62,909.90  as  compared  with  $62,747.40 
collected  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1913. 

10.  The  total  expenses  were  $62,879.47  as -against  $50,253.49  expended  during  the. 
year  ended  March  31,  1913. 

11.  Appendix  "E"  gives  a  summary  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  each  gas  inspection  district. 

12.  A  statement  of  the  illuminating  power  and  purity  of  gas  inspected  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  Appendix  "  F  ". 

13.  The  illuminating  power,  where  inspection  has  been  made,  has  been  as  follows  : —

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reduction  of  fees  in  connection  with  the  Gas  and 
Electricity  Inspection  Service  made  in  1909  and  1911  (referred  to  in  a  previous  report) 
has  not  brought  about  an  equilibrium  between  receipts  and  expenditure.  Another  year 
should  pass  before  a  decision  is  reached  respecting  any  further  reduction.  The  reduced 
fees  (1911)  have  only  applied  to  a  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  1911-12. 

The  kindred  service  of  weights  and  measures  inspection,  it  will  be  observed,  earned 
about  7S  per  cent  of  its  actual  cost,  the  expenditure  as  already  stated  having  been 
$144,989.97  against  a  revenue  of  $113,705.30.
